PENNSYLVANIA TO LEAD ARMADA 
AT SAN FRANCISCO 


WILL SPEND OVER A MILLION 


Battleships’ Visit Part of a Plan For 
Closer Contact Between 

Ships of Western 

Ports 


San Francisco.—The battle fleet of 
the navy, comprising twelve battle- 
ships and numerous auxiliary craft, 
will be in San Francisco bay from 
June 4 to July 9, according to recent 
advices. Heading the armada will be 
the flagship of the United States fleet, 
the U. S. S. Pennsylvania, with Admir- 
al Hilary P. Jones, on board. It will 
be followed by the U. S. S. California, 
flagship of the battle fleet, with Ad- 
miral BE. W. Eberle, commanding the 
battle fleet. 

Estimates by local navy authorities 
show that over a million dollars will 
be spent by the fleet during its visit 
here, this amount including the ex- 
penditures made by officers and men 
ashore, and the cost of daily supplies 
which will be secured in local mar- 
kets. The visit is part of a plan for 
closer contact between the ships of 
the fleet and this port, until the time 
when the principal base of operations 
for the navy on the Pacific coast is 
established here. 


World Mourns Bernhardt 


Paris—-Mme. Sarah Bernhardt is 
dead. The great actress died at her 
home here after a lingering illness. 
She clung grimly to life and contin- 
ued to breathe for hours after doctors 
abandoned all hope. An infection of 
the kidneys of long standing was the 
cause of death. 

Bernhardt was seventy-eight years 
old. Despite advice of physicians 
duririg the last year that all strenu- 
ous activities be given up, she in- 
sisted upon appearing whenever pos- 
sible. 

Several times in the winter months 
she sufferéd relapses and the end was 
considered inevitable. 

Bernharat’s passing at this time 
marked a final tragedy in her won- 
derful life, for she was penniless at

Man, Implicated In Citizenship

The lot 
fell on a native, who, It is: alleged, had 
been intimate with another native’s 
wife. It was discovered that the in- 
tended victim was the son of the rain 
doctor, who, however, proceeded with 
the sacrifice. The struggling man was 
bound and burned alive. Directly life 
was extinct heavy rains began. 


The celebrations of the success of 
the sacrifice were interrupted by the 
arrival of the police. The elated tribe, 
not aware of having done wrong, 
showed the police the charred remains 
of the victim and told them of previ- 
eus oceasions on which similar sacri- 
fices had been equally successful, the 
last one mentioned being in 1917. 

They assert that the “rain spirit,” 
whose name is Mwari, lives in their 
district. The local paramount chief 
is said to remember 72 natives who 
had been burned as rain sacrifices. 

Many natives are reported to have 
been committed for trial. The scene 
of the sacrifice is said to be Chicangos 
Kraal on the Portuguese border in 
southern Rhodesia.

WHAT TO EAT 


A good filling for sandwiches is the 
following combination: Soften a cream 
s cheese with a lit- 
tle cream or salad 
dressing, add fine- 
ly-chopped nuts 
and raisins using 
one-fourth of a 
cvpful each to 
one cream cheese, 
Spread on _ but- 
tered slices of graham or whole wheat 
bread, 

Raisin Corn Muffins. —Take two cup- 
fuls of flour, one and one-half cupfuls 
of white corn meal, three tablespoon- 
fuls ef melted butter, two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, two cupfuls of milk, one 
teaspoonful of salt, one cupful of 
chepped seeded raisins, three tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder. Mix well, 
put into gem pans aad bake fifteen 
minutes in a hot oven. 

Crumb Muffins—Take one cupful of 
flour, one and three-quarters cupfuls 
of milk, one egg, one cupful of bread 
crumbs, two>tablespoonfuls of baking 
powder, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter, one-half cupful of seeded 
raisins, and one-eighth of a teaspoonful 
of salt. Soak the bread crumbs tn 
milk, add flour and other ingredients, 
mix well and put one spoonful of the 
mixture into each muffin tin. Bake 
twenty-five minutes. 

Indian Pudding With Apples.—-Scald 
two quarts of milk, stir in one cupful 
of corn meal, cook until the mixture 
thickens. Remove from‘the fire, add 
one cupful of molasses, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one-half teaspoonful each 
of nutmeg and cinnamon and twu cup- 
fuls of sweet apples pared, cored and 
quartered. Pour into a deep earthen 
dish and bake four hours. After the 
pudding has baked for two hours add 
one pint of cold milk. Serve with a 
hard sauce. If suet is added to the 
pudding, one cupful finely minced and 
mixed. with three tablespoonfuls of 
flour, the pudding will need no sauce. 

Minced Lamb on Toast.—Put left- 
over roast lamb through the meat 
chopper; sprinkle it with flour and 
brown in a little hot bacon fat. Sim- 
mer it slowly in a gravy; if none, add 
flour browned and a cupful of water; 
with a minced onion and a dash of 
lemon juice, salt and pepper, It is ready 
to serve on toast. Serve very hot. 

A handful of choice plump raisins 
will make a sufficient dessert to sat- 
isfy the appetite for sweets. 


Added to almost any salad a few 
raisins will improve the combination. 


Keep any leftover beef loaf for 
sandwich filling. Cut the slices very 
thin and lay on the buttered bread.

Wipe dry 
and cut into small pleces and saute 
in two tablespoonfuls of butter, cook 
twenty minutes, add the creamed but- 
ter, one tablespoonful of Worcester- 
shire sauce and the mustard and 
lemon.

Bordelaise Sauce.—Take two toma 
toes, one small onion, one green pep- 
per, two tablespoonfuls each butter 


and flour, one clove, half a teaspoonful | 


of salt, half a cupful of water, one 
saltspoon of red pepper. Chop the 
onion, green pepper, add the tomatoes, 
salt and clove, simmer ten minutes. 
Rub through a sieve. Melt the butter, 
add the flour and cook together until 
brown. Then add gradually the toma- 
toes .and one-half cupful of water. Let 
simmer ten minutes, add the red pep- 
per and ‘another tablespoonful of but- 
ter. Mix well and serve hot with the 
meat. 

Asparagus Omelet.—Best until light 
che whites and yolks of three eggs sep- 
arately. Into the yolks stir three 
tablespoonfuis of water, one-feurth af 
a teaspoonful each of pepper and salt, 
Thén fold in the whites of the eggs. 
Melt a tablespoonful df fat in an ome 
let pan, turn in the egg mixture. Cook 
on top of the stove, then place in the 
oven to finish cooking the top. Have 
ready a sauce made of the asparagus 
tiquor in which the vegetable was 
cooked. Use half of the liquor and 
half milk, thicken with butter and 
flour cooked together, season well, stir 
in.a cupful of asparagus tips and serve 
with the omelet. - :

HAT is it? Who made 
it?

“Tt” is a carved chunk 
of granite just dug up 
on the western edge ot 
Rocky Mountain Na- 
tional park in Colo 
rado—a sort of rock 
image. 

I haven't the slight- 
est idea myself. That's 
not surprising. But 
neither does anyone 

else, apparently. And that is surpris- 

ing, considering the expert knowledge 
of the men who frankly admit that 
they don’t know, and can’t even guess. 

But it is evident that this strange 
chunk of granite cannot be dismissed 
with a shrug and a smile. For here 
is what J. Allard Jeancon, curator of 
the Colorado Historical and Natural 
History society, and former special 
archeologist for the bureau of Ameri- 
can anthology of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, says about it: ° 

“If this stone can be proven genu- 
ine, it {s the biggest find in all an- 
thropological research’ and antedates 
anything on the American continent 
going to establish the remote anti- 
quity of man. I have never seen 
such remarkable outlines of dino- 
saurs and mastodon.” 

Is it genuine? Aye, there’s the rub. 
That’s the first question I ask; and 
you ask, and everyone asks, 

Genuine it is, In a sense, beyond a 
doubt. -That is to ‘say: 

W. L. Chalmers, who lives on Wil- 
low creek, in the Grand lake dis- 
trict of Colorado, was enlarging the 
irrigation reservoir on his homestead. 
A man with a pick was breaking 
ground about six feet below the sur- 
face. His pick struck this chunk of 
granite. The chunk was unearthed. 
Naturally Mr. Chalmers was _ inter- 
ested. He spread the news. 

The tourist and publicity bureau of 
the Denver Civic and Commercial as- 
sociation got the details, photographed 
Mr. Chalmers and his carved chunk 
of granite and sent out the story with 
pictures. Good chance for publicity! 

But the fact that the Denver Tour- 
ist bureau sponsors the story is pretty 
much proof positive that the finding 
of the stone is exactly as told here. 
You see, this tourist business is an 
important matter in Denver, which 
proudly claims to be the gateway to 
the national parks and national monu- 
ments and national forests of the 
Scenic West. The bureau’s publicity 
work is high class. The scenery of 
the Scenic West is easy to look at, 
and attracts millions of visitors each 
year. Moreover, Colorado is well 
fixed in the matter of antiquities, with 
its world-famous relics of the prehis- 
toric Cliff Dwellers in Mesa Verde Na- 
tional park. So the bureau doesn’t 
have to do any faking. In fact, Harry 
N. Burhans, the live-wire executive 
secretary of the bureau, would prob- 
ably lose his job if he did any. 

So, it’s safe to say that Mr. Chal- 
mers did dig up by accident this iden- 
tical chunk of granite on his home- 

» gptead near Grand lake. 

Now, as to the stone: The photo- 
graphs reproduced herewith give a 
very fair idea of it. Here are some 
details: 

The stone is fourteen inches high, 
nine inches across the tablet and about 
twelve inches through to the back. It

The Thimble in History. 


One of the most interesting histort- 
“eal facts about the thimble is that in 
id Roman times, according to Seneca, 
@ prestidigitator performed the 
the little pea” trick with the 
“brass or bronze ancestors of the mod- 
_-ern thimble. That was before the day 

of the modern “shell game” About 
oO years ago the quaint custom 
“up of inscribing posies and ‘for- 
nots” inside the thimble, and it 
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In effect the stone is the Image of 


a sitting man who holds in front of 


him with hands that have but three 
fingers a tablet inscribed with un- 
known characters. 

One picture shows, the representa- 
tion, above the arm and leg of the 
man holding the tablet, of a huge land 
reptile. Some of the experts say it 
is a sauropod, a vegetable-eating di- 
nosaur. 

Another picture shows a different 
kind of dinosaur. This, the experts 
say, is-a carnivorous dinosaur... Be- 
neath it is a carving of a, mastodon, 
as anyone can see. 

‘As to the symbols or, hieroglyphics 
carved on the tablet, they are unde- 
cipherable to date.: Tle experts say 
they are not anything known to arche- 
ologists. 

What are the relative periods in the 
earth’s making of man, mastodon and 
dinosaur? Well, ‘here are the princi- 
pal divisions of geologic time: 

Cenozoic (recent life) era. Its du- 
ration is from 1,000,000 to 5,000,000 
years, according to various estimates, 
This era is divided into two periods, 
as follows: 

Quaternary period, divided into re 
cent and pleistocene: (great ice age) 
epochs. This is the “age of man,” 
and of animals and plants of modern 
types. : 

Tertiary period. This is the “age 
of mammals,” of the possible first ap- 
pearance of man and of the rise and 
development ?of the highest order of 
plants. 

The next era is the mesozoic (in- 
termediate life), with a duration va- 
riously estimated at frem 4,000,000 
to 10,000,000 years. It is divided into 
three periods: Cretaceous,’ jurassic 
and triassic. This era is the “age of 
reptiles,” of the rise and culmination 
of huge land reptiles (dinosaurs), of 
great flying reptiles, of birds and 
mammals, of palms and hardwood 
trees and of ‘coal. 

According to these divisions of g&éo> 
logic time, which are according to 
the standard table accepted by geolo- 
gists, 
were pretty much extinct before man 
put In an appearance, and that the 
earliest man apd the mastodon may 
have been contemporaneous. That be- 
ing the case, the prehistoric man who 
carved this chunk of granite may have 
drawn the mastodon from life. But 
where did he get models for his two 
very Hifelike dinosaurs? 

This question, however, doesn’t 
amount to a great deal. For every 
day in every way man is apparently 
getting older and older from a geo- 
logical viewpoint. Time was when 
the Cro-Magnon man of the French 
cave was considered the eldest human 
exhibit, but he dates back only about 
100,000 years. The Neanderthal man, 
found in Prussia, was perhaps 200,000 
years old. Then the scientists‘ found 
in Java the skull of an-erect man- ape 


is said that in those days the thimble 
served the same tender purpose of the 
engagement ring of today, Leather 
thimbles were used fer a time, but 
were too-vulnerable to the sharp prick 
of the nevde. 


Accidental Discovery. 

The accidental spilling of-a bronze | 
liquid on the kitchen table by a handy 
man about the house, painting the 
home radiators, has led to the discov- 
ery of a new way. to protect wood 
from moisture, according to Carlile P, 


it looks ‘as if the dinosaurs , 


(pithecanthropus erectus), reckoned 
to be about 500,000 years old. 

And now Dr. J. G. Wolf, a Canadian 
anthropologist, has just found in Pat- 
agonia a fossilized skull, of which the 
fossilization is of sandstone of the 
tertiary period of the cenozoic era. 
Dr. Franz Boas, anthropologist at Co- 
lumbia university, says that this skull, 
if authentic, will. be much older, pos- 
sibly by 500,000 years, than that of 
the “missing link” of Java. He de 
clares that if it definitely establishes 
that man existed in the tertiary period 
it will upset all accepted scientific 
views concerning the American contt 
nents and the antiquity of man. This 
discovery, he says, may prove that 
man originated in the western hem- 
isphere. 

As between Colorado and Patagonia,

You se, be- 
fore the Colorado Rockies rose up at 
about the end of the cretaceous pe- 
riod and the beginning of the terti- 
ary period Colorado, the country to 
the north and south, was covered by 
a great inland sea and swampy 
plains. Here lived myriads of the 
grotesque monsters of the age of 
reptiles. The largest of these mon- 
sters were plant-eaters and some of 
then were 85 feet long and weighed 
20 tons. Some of their carnivorous 
enemies were nearly as large. Many 
of these :nonsters got mired and we 
now find their petrified bones all the 
way from New Mexico to Canada. 

So, if the carver of the Colorado 
stone dates back far enough he cer- 
tainly had every opportunity to make 
his studies from life.. And it is sure 
that the carvings agree perfectly with 
the restorations of these monsters 
made from a study of their fossilized 
skeletons by the museum experta. 

A glance at the map given herewith 
shows Grand lake in its relation to 
Rocky Mountain National park. The 
village of Grand Lake is the western 
entrance to,Rocky Mountain National 
park. Grand lake lies at an eleva- 
tion of 8,376 feet and was dug out 
by glacial action. The Continental Di- 
vide runs diagonally through the na- 
tinal park. The Grand lake region 
is full of moraines deposited by gla- 
clers working on the west side of the 
Divide.

Reealling Occasicn of Royalty’s 
Visit to Washington, 


| Last of Hawaiian Dynasty Came to 
the Capital to Sxek Restitution 
of Her Prerogatives. 


Official Washington had put on her 
very best clothes and made ready to 
give royal welcome to a royal guest. 


| True, this visitor no longer occupied 


a throne, nor was she ever likely to. 


| She did not even inove in the court 


circle, she was the court circle, and 
| although that, august body had moved 
; around until it had reached its last 
lap,’ still, by mature of its former 
status, it was deserving of attention. 

This visitor was the last of the Ha- 
| waiian dynasty, Queen Liliuokalani, 
popularly known in this country as 
queen Lil, writes Margaret Bell in the 
Koston Globe. She was an imposing 
looking woman, hot exactly handsome, 


; a8 we understand the term, but of such 


obvious strength of character as to 
rally respect to. her standard wherever 
she went. This particular visit to 
Washington was for the purpose of in- 
teresting congress in her affairs. Be- 
ing no longer’ @ queen with royal 
rights, she looked to this country to 
reimburse her for her sacrifices, 
Queen Lil’s story is unique. When 
an infunt she was given by her par- 
ents to another ehicftuin, a custom long 


| fostered among Hawa‘ian royalty, be- 


cause this exchange of children was 
supposed to promote good fellowship 
among fhe different tribes and harmony 


| throughout the fslands. 


At the age of four she was sent 
to boarding school, where she learned 
to speak Mnglish-and think Christian. 
She spent all of her childhood and 
some of her young womanhood in 
school, ;nd when she was twenty-four 


} marricd an American, John Dominis, 


the son of on sea captain. 

She had twenty-nine years’ compara- 
tive freedom; then her real troubles 
began. Her brother, the king, dying, 
Liliuokalunl became queen, but with- 
out the pomp and grandeur which usu- 
lly accompany such soctal elevation. 

“Before I had time to collect mys 
she said, 


was surrounded.” A document was 
thrust before her by the cabinet, great- 
ly restricting her power:: To this she 
objected, and the storm broke. 

Queen Lil managed to keep her 
throne for two years. During that 
tine her husband died and she found 
herself deprived of a very vital moral 
prop. The organization of a provi- 
sional government in 1803, under San- 
ford KE, Dole, brought about her abdk 
eation and gave, the islands one of 
the best administrations in thelr whole 
history. 

Ambitions began to stir within Liti- 
voknlanl, however, und urged her to 
; plot to regain her throne. Dut there 
were eneiuies around her, and her am- 
bitions were leurned, with the result 
that Queen Lil was thrown into prison. 

That settled it. In elght duys she 
renounced forever al) claims to tiie 
throne. The government evidently did 
not place implicit-trust tn her, for al- 
though she was released from prison 
she was kept under close surveillance 
in her own palnce for practically a 
year. Then on New Year's day, 1896, 
she was allowed: full freedom, after 
signing a paper in which she declared 
her intention henceforth te live in ab- 
solute privacy and to avoid even the 
appearance of being concerned in pub- 
He affairs. 

The remaining years of her life were 
marred by not the slightest deviation 
from this }-romise. She allied herself 
with no purty and kept her -political 
opinions to. herself, She devoted her- 
self to the writing of songs In her na- 
tive tongue and praveltng extensively 
in this country. 

On Novembcr 11, 1917, while other 
thrones were breaking, she passed 
away at the age of seventy-nine.
